Armed "Hallowe'en bandits" struck in Bristol early 
this morning, making off with $500 in cash and checks. 
The victim is Harry Straus, Mill street businessman, 
he being relieved of an envelope containing the loot in 
front of the Farmers National Bank of Bucks County. 
His daughter, Miss Charlotte Straus, terrified as she sat 
in the car watching the nightmarish incident, called fran­ 
tically to her father to give up the money, only to find 
herself confronted by an armed accomplice of the thug. 
Hallowe'en type masks were used by the two, accord­ 
ing to the Strauses — father and daughter, the masks 
being of rubber, the type which covers the entire face and 
"moves" with the facial muscles. 
Straus, who operates a cut-rate store, informed Chief 
of Police Linford J. Jones that at 12.40 he halted hi? auto­ 
mobile in front of the bank on Radcliffe street. He was 
accompanied by his daughter. As Straus got oui of t h e 
car, with the envelope containing the m o n e y a n d t h e k e y 
to the night depository box in his hand. Lr prepared ti) 
unlock the box. At that .second a roan tapped from bf hind 
one of the hank pillars, Straus states, and placed wh it is 
described as a “long, black gun" at Straus' stomach There 
was no conversation between the two, he adds. The thug 
grabbed for the envelope in Straus' hand, and a short 
struggle ensued, during which Straus was pushed to the 
ground. At this point Miss Straus, witnessing the affair, 
called to her father to let the bandit have the envelope. 
It was then that the accomplice of the bandit stepped forth, 
rushed to the door of the car, pointing a gun at Miss Straus, 
and telling her to "shut up." 
The man who had attacked Straus had by this time 
gained possession of the envelope, and the two thug^ fled 
up Radcliffe street and into Mulberry street. 
Straus and his daughter hurried to the Bristol police 
station, arriving there about the time police officers »»ach 
cd the hank. Police had been alerted when a resident neat 
the hank phoned the police station. Officers weic dr 
patched in the radio car. 
Straus was able to give the police a fair description 
of the men. Police have not released for publication any 
descriptions. They state, however, they are of the opinion 
it is a "local" job.

TO REMOVE RADIOACTIVE WASTES,

You also should manage to take a bath or shower, lf you have 
been in an area of lingering radioactivity. It is important that all 
radioactive materials be removed as soon as possible from your body, 
and bathing is the only practical means of getting rid of them. You 
won t need .special cleaning compounds. .W arm water and soap,are 
ideal. 


YOU C A N GET RID OF ALL THE RADIOACTIVE 
DIRT YOU'VE PICKED UP IF YOU KEEP SCRUBBING 


In washing, pay particular attention to your hair, for that Is one 
place where the wastes are sure to pile up. Also give your hands a 
good scrubbing and get all dirt out from under your fingernails. If 
there is a radiological defense man handy, have him check you with 
his meter after you've finished your clean-up. Should he find your 
body still radioactive, again scrub yourself from head to foot. Then 
do it a third time if necessary. You can remove practically all of 
the radioactivity if you keep at it. 


Remember all this is necessary only for persons who have come in 
■intact with radioactive materials in heavily contaminated areas.
